In  the  Spring  of  1952  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  initiated  on  campus  the  first  BIKE-

This  state  college  offers  courses  for  Superintendents,  Principals,  High 
School  Teachers,  Counselors,  Supervisors,  Teachers,  Nurses,  and  students  on 
preprofessional  courses.  Work  leading  to  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  and  the 
Master  of  Arts  degree  in  Education,  as  well  as  an  additional  year  of  work 
toward  the  doctorate,  is  offered,  in  addition  to  the  four-year  college  courses. 
Work  is  also  offered  in  special  education  and  in  secretarial  science. 

Special  attractions  for  the  two  summer  terms  include  workshops,  field 
study,  book  exhibits,  conferences,  music  clinics,  concerts,  dramatics,  eminent 
speakers,    and    recreational    programs. 

Thirty-five  freshman  courses,  including  Air  Force-ROTC,  are  offered, 
beginning  June  8,  to  meet  the  needs  of  high  school  students  who  wish  to  enter 
college  this  summer.  Many  students  are  interested  in  becoming  adjusted  to 
college  work   before   the   fall   quarter  opens   in  September. 

Students  who  wish  to  become  master  teachers  in  any  of  the  fifteen 
subject  matter  fields  will  find  new  courses  offered.  Elementary  teachers  have 
gained  new  recognition  in  assurance  of  a  position,  increased  salaries,  and  an 
awakened  public  interest.  A  definite  shortage  of  teachers  still  exists;  there- 
fore, to  meet  the  demand,  outstanding  high  school  students  should  be  en- 
couraged to  enter  the  teaching  profession. 

Ball  State  is  a  growing  institution.  The  enrollment  is  almost  3,000, 
doubled  since  1941.  The  faculty  has  increased  to  165;  the  buildings  now 
total  17.  This  year  the  new  L.  A.  Pittenger  Student  Center  was  dedicated  and 
the  Business  Education  and  Home  Economics  units  of  the  Practical  Arts 
Building  will  be  completed  by  the  fall  quarter.  The  Industrial  Arts  unit  of 
this  building  has  been  in  use  for  two  years.  The  campus  now  includes  200 
acres,  several  of  which  are  a  natural  forested  area.  A  campus  plan  to  take 
care  of  expansion  in  the  future  and  the  location  of  additional  buildings  has  been 
prepared.
